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DETAILED ACTION 

Rejection Withdrawn 

1 . Claims 1-6 and 8 provisionally rejected under the obviousness-type double 
patenting has been withdrawn in view of the copending application being abandoned as 
acknowledged by the applicant in the amendment filed on October 1 1 , 2005. 

2. Claims 1-6 and 8 rejected under the provisional obviousness-type double 
patenting has been withdrawn in view of the certified English translation of the instant 
application's Japanese priority document that precedes the filing date of the copending 
application 

Rejections Maintained 

3. Claims 1-3 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ellis(1 664601) for reasons of record in the last Office Action of July 26, 2005. 

4. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mullen 
(6749861 ) for reasons of record in the last Office Action. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed October 1 1 , 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the claims have been amended to recite that the adhesive is a 
wood adhesive. This is not deemed to be convincing because the adhesive being a 
"wood adhesive" is directed to its intended use with wood material. Intended use 
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phrases are not found to be of positive limitations and hence, have not been given any 
patentable weight. 

In response to applicant's argument that Ellis does not describe a resin base, applicant 
is informed that in page-1 , lines 14-15, Ellis teaches the In corporation of a resinous 
substance to the composition. 

Similarly, Mullen also teaches polyvinyl chloride, which is a resinous substance. 
Thus, in the absence of any evidence to the contrary, it remains the examiner's position, 
that the instant claimed invention is anticipated over the prior art of record discussed 
above. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

6. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

7. Claims 9-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 

invention. 

The phrase "wortles" is not described in the specification. It is unclear as to what is 

"wortles"? 
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8. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his Invention. 

9. Clainns 8-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 9, 12 and 13, the phrase "wortle" is found to be vague and it is unclear as to 
what is its definition. The specification fails to provide any definition therefor. 
Claims 8 and 20, as stated, fails to further limit the independent claims 1 and 9 because 
it recites that the Hinokitiol is mixed, instead of the cedarwood oil. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 4-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art uncovered so far fails to teach the use of microcapsule comprising hollow 
septal wall or sepiolite as a mineral thickening agent for the adhesive composition
